The  number  of  births  is  largely  determined  by  the  number  of 
women  of  child-bearing  a.go  resident  in  the  area,  thus  the  birth 
rate  cannot  be  compared  with  another  area  unless  it  is  on  a similar 
sex  and  age  structure  or  unti  1 ..some  ..allowance  is  made  in  the 
calculation.  This  is  the  function  of  the  comparability  factor, 
this  being  supplied  to  all  areas  by  the  Registrar  General* 


The  birth  rate  for  1966  was  20*5  after  multiplying  by  the 
comparability  factor  of  0.86.  The  crude  rate  for  the  year  under 
review  was  23.8*  The  total  number  of  live  births  was  685*
